THIS IS AS SERIOUS a disserta­ 
tion as or Timmo has written, and 
there may be more on the subject 
later this week. 
It must be this 
week because the decisive day is 
Friday. 
It concerns the referendum on 
a tax rate increase for the Har­ 
risburg Township High School dis­ 
trict to be held a t’the high school 
Friday, April 20. 
Twice the proposition to increase 
the rate has been put before the 
people and twice it has been down­ 
ed. The last time the margin was 
just a handful of votes, but the 
proposition was defeated. A win 
this time is a must, or you’ll be 
seeing the school go down, down, 
down and that isn’t a pleasant 
thought. 
* 
* 
* 
First, let us point out that for 
years the school operated on a 50 
cent rate. 
This was enough for 
years, but costs started going up 
and the school got caught in the 
spiral. The two efforts to get out 
of it failed. 
Last year the legislature permit­ 
ted the school to increase its rate 
to 65 cents, and a lot of people will 
ask why this was not sufficient. 
It may have been, had valuations 
and state aid stayed up, but both 
dropped dismally. 
Valuations decreased four million 
dollars in two years, and you can 
see by that, although the 65-cent 
rate helped, the school is still op­ 
erating on a deficit this year. 
It 
will be in debt $70,000 for two years 
of operation, although costs at the 
school have been cut, chiefly thru 
holding the teachers’ pay sched­ 
ules down-down farther than most 
of them in the state. 
And state aid, which was $30,- 
154.17 in 1948, has been dropping 
urttil it will be about $12,000 for 
this school term. 
* 
* 
* 
If you doubt that a rate increase 
is needed, listen to this: 
The amount of revenue per pupil 
received by the HTHS district for 
last year was just $175.75. 
Know how much the amount of 
revenue per pupil was for the same 
year over at Eldorado? Take a 
guess. 
The figure was $260.14. 
Now take Carrier Mills. 
There the figure was $250.61. 
And Galatia. 
The amount of 
revenue per pupil received by the 
Galatia district was $238.30. 
So you can’t blame the deficits 
at Harrisburg high school on poor 
administration. 
Not when 
they 
were doing their best to educate 
the kids at $175.75 per pupil for a 
school year. 
Let’s look at some of the bigger 
schools around us. 
ML Vernon got $293.38 per pupil 
to operate, and Herrin, with a dol­ 
lar rate, got $248.83. Carmi got 
$355.12 per pupil because valua­ 
tions are high in that arca. Ben­ 
ton got $247.24, nearly $75 per pupil 
per year more than Harrisburg. 
This year, with the 65-cent rate, 
the local figure will be around $207 
per pupil. 
And still some of us sit and say 
we ought to make it on what we’re 
getting. 
. 
And the school keeps on trying, 
getting 
another 
day older and 
deeper in debt. 
The 86-cent rate, if it passes, will 
produce $276.39 per pupil, less than 
the average southern Illinois school 
received a year ago. 


I don’t like tax increases, either, 
but in times of emergency—end 
this is an emergency—we all must 
act to put back the school up at 
tee top, where it belongs.

pounds and the support on butter 
will be increased to 58.6 cents a 
pound.

3. The Agriculture Department 
promised, ‘’where assistance will 
be constructive,” to strengthen the 
prices of perishable farm commod­ 
ities.
